On  Friday,  June  6, 1  retired,  ending  my  career  of  31  years  teaching  at  Will  C  Wood  High 
School  in  Vacaville,  California 

During  those  three  decades,  I  endured  much,  including  a  destructive  fire  in  my  classroom 
But,  1  enjoyed  much,  particularly  the  kids  and  sometimes  the  kids  of  my  earlier  students 
Yet.  my  career  ended  in  tears  as  I  walked  out  to  my  Fusion,  1  was  leaving  my  life  and 
what  had  been  my  home  for  three  decades 

To  celebrate  and  to  commemorate  this  transition.  I  made  plans  to  cnioy  my  coin  hobby 
and  other  avocations  as  much  as  possible  during  the  first  two  w  eeks  of  this  new  passage 
into  life  called  retirement  ' 

With  a  vengeance  and  a  couple  of  tanks  of  gasoline  during  those  first  two  weeks,  my 
2002  Ranger  and  2007  Fusion  hit  the  interstates  and  highways  of  the  Golden  State 
My  stops  included  a  number  of  coin  clubs,  along  with  my  men  ’s  social  club,  the 
Carquiner  Model  Railroad  Society,  the  California  Map  Society,  plus  the  Vallejo  Stamp 
Club 

On  June  9  my  travels  took  me  to  the  Peninsula  Coin  Club  in  Palo  Alto,  where  I  presented 
a  rerun  of  my  audience  participation  program,  "Counting  Us  "  The  responses  and  the 
discussions  held  us  ail  until  the  night  custodian  came  and  began  turning  off  lights  (My 
Counting  Us  identified  one  hobbyist  reveling  with  numismatics  for  75  years! ) 

June  10  my  trek  took  me  to  the  Fremont  Coin  Club  and  its  annual  "Hot  Dog  Night  ” 

With  so  much  food  (potluck  dishes)  and  Army  could  have  been  fed  The  conversations 
and  sharing  continued  well  mto  the  evening  and  no  one  seemed  to  rush  home 
On  June  13  (yes,  Friday  the  13lh!),  1  ventured  in  my  Fusion  to  Cupertino  (a  return  to  the 
club  after  a  hiatus  of  24  years)  It  happened  to  be  "Other  Hobbies  Night  ” 

Wow!  No  one  would  ever  believe  that  our  hobby ,  or  any  hobby,  is  being  rattled  and 
robbed  by  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  the  outside  modem  world  Inside  that  meeting 
room  that  hot  Friday,  it  was  ALL  hobbies  I  learned  that  some  com  hobbyists  enjoy  rocks 
and  minerals  and  one  even  collects  Marilyn  Monroe  items.  I  shared  my  match-covers, 
(Yes,  I  collect  those,  too!)

After  a  lot  of  discussion,  1  have  volunteered  to  take  over  the  IASAC 
Secretary-Treasurer  position. 

There  will  be  a  lengthy  transition  time  possibly  taktng  us  up  to  the 
IASAC  Annual  Meeting.  In  the  meantime,  I  will  be  providing  a  regular 
article  for  The  Silver  Bugle.  1  will  also  assist  Nancy  in  whatever 
assignments  she  gives  me. 

This  will  also  give  me  some  time  to  prepare  for  being  the  editor  of  The 
Silver  Bugle. 


As  a  little  introduction  to  the  newer  members,  I  am  the  Founder  and 
Charter  President  of  IASAC.  I  spent  many  hours  and  dollars  in  the 
formation  stages  of  the  club.  This  was  a  labor  of  love  and  one  of  the  best 
things  about  getting  this  club  going  was  the  friendships  that  I  have  made 
over  the  years. 

Through  conversations  with  Charter  VP  Mike  Jordan  (Monroe,  Ml),  the 
late  Steve  Rood,  Director  (Mt  Clemens,  MI),  the  late  Bill  Cassin, 
Historian  (San  Diego,  CA),  Director  Will  Rossman  (Colorado  Springs, 
CO),  Secretary-Treasurer  Judy  Drugan  (Kent,  OH),  Director  Tom 
Fernandez  (Rockford,  IL)  and  the  late  Duane  Spellman,  Director 
(Canoga  Park,  CA).  all  thought  a  silver  bar  club  just  might  be  able  to 
succeed  after  a  few  of  them  failed  previously.  My  idea  was  to  get  people 
from  different  geographical  areas  to  participate  and  not  have  a  club  run 
by  just  one  person.  As  you  can  see,  we  did  accomplish  that. 

I  don't  know  how  many  current  members  knew  all  of  the  Charter 
officers,  but  I  will  say  this,  each  of  us  were  strong-willed,  passionate 
about  the  hobby  and  were  outstanding  people.  Yet,  despite  our  times  of 
disagreements,  we  made  the  decisions  we  thought  were  best  for  the 
members.  1  am  sure  this  is  still  true  today  with  the  current  officers. 


I  could  not  find  my  #  1  edition  of  The  Silver  Bugle,  but  I  wanted  to  share 
a  couple  of  items  from  the  #2  edition  from  May  1985  Our  club  was  just 
getting  to  100  members  Plans  were  underway  for  the  1985  IASAC 
convention  in  Las  Vegas.  It  was  to  be  held  at  the  Sahara  (and  it  was)  and 
the  room  rate  was  $42  per  night.  We  sold  the  Slot  Machine  silver 
rectangle  for  $14,  or  2  for  $27  The  Silver  Bugle  was  made  up  mostly  of 
ads  due  to  the  relative  newness  of  our  club  and  there  wasn’t  a  whole 
lot  to  report  on  at  the  time  The  ads  did  help  our  club  treasury,  though  J
